BANDITS’ BODIES ON VIEW. 


Villa Secretary Escapes to El 
Paso; Renounces Revolution-

EL PASO. Tex., Jan. 18.—Col. Miguel 
Baca Valles, bandit chief captured at 
Palomas, south of Columbus, N. M., 
Was executed at 6 o’clock this morning 
by a firing squad at Juarez. Two bul- 
lets fired at close quarters penetrated 
his heart after he had declared he was 
not responsible for the robberies of 
Villa and pleaded to see Gen. Gavira, 
Carranza commandant. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Enrique Cisneros, 
who was captured last week with Baca 
Valles, is being marched overland with 
eight followers caught. with him, and 
according to Mexicar officials, also 
will de placed promptiy before a firing 
squad. 

Americans to See Bodies. 

Baca Valles arrived here last night on 
the train which brought the body de- 
clared to be that of Jose Rodriguez, 
the bandit chief executed near Madera 
‘ast Thursday. The two bodies later 
were taken to the Mexican customs 
house here to be viewed by Americans 
who have expressed doubt as to the 
identity of the man executed as Rod- 
riguez, 

Baca Valles, who was known as Vil- 
las most callous executioner at Juarez, 
was taken from the box car in which 
he arrived a few minutes before 5 
o'clock. He was marched over the 
dimly lighted platform of the railwa 
station, where many families spen 
their nights. Executions had been so 
fiequent at Juarez in the final days of 
the Villa rezime, however, that not a 
ripple of interest was shown. The pro- 
ceedings were brief. 

The prisoner said, “I am not respon- 

for the acts and robberies of 
Villa. I beg to see your General.” 
The officer commanding the firing 
squad said he had orders to kill and 
and a soldier stepped up close to 
Valles and fired into the prison- 
ey’s heart. The body was then taken 
lack to the railroad station, where it 
lay until after dawn uncovered, on 
the platform among the men, women 
and children lying about wrapped in 
blankets. 

Villa’s Secretary Reaches El Paso. 

Enrique Perez Rul, secretary of Gen. 
Villa, escaped through the Carranza 
lines and was in El Paso today. He has 
renounced further revolutionary activi- 
ties in Mexico. 

Two Villa adherents here denied Villa 
had authorized the massacre of Santa 
Yeabel or that he had ordered all Amer- 
uns killed. 

According to these adherents, Rul, 
who was being hunted in Chihuahua 
City by the Carranza authorities, took 
a desperate chance four days ago and 
approached the commandant at Chi- 
buahua City and begged a.safe conduct 
to the border while the commandant was 
engaged in conversation with a young 
woman. | 

They say that without looking at the 
applicant and to get rid of him quickly, 
the commandant scribbled a line and 
Rul fled to the border without his real 
identity becoming known.

ILINER RYNDAM STRUCK BY A 
MINE: PASSENGERS REPORTED 
SAFE; 3 STOKERS KILLED 


Transatlantic Vessel, Carrying 101 Passengers, 
Proceeds With a List Up the Thames Un- 
der Own Steam After Accident at Sea. 


By Associated Press. 

NDON, Jan. 18.—The transatlantic 
Holland-America liner Ryndam passed 
Southend today down by the bows witn 
a list to starboard. All her passengers 
are safe. Three stokers were killed and 
four injured. , 

The Ryndam is proceeding to Grave- 
send under her own steam. 

The nature of the accident has not 
been learned, but it is assumed here that 
the Ryndam was struck by a mine, 
hardly by a torpedo. 


Southend is at the mouth of the 
Thames, and Gravesend is 20 miles 
southeast of London oh the Thames. 

The Ryndam sailed from New York 
Jan. 5 for Falmouth and Rotterdam. 
She passed the Lizard on Jan. 14, but 
her arrival at Falmouth had not been 
reported, although ordinarily she would 
have reached Falmouth the day ng 
being reported off the Lizard. 


The Ryndam is a vessel of 22,070 tons. 
On May 26 the ship, bound from New 
York to Rotterdam, with 185 passengers 
and freight, collided with the freight 
steamer Joseph Cuneo, off Nantucket Is- 
land. Both vessels were badly damaged. 
The passengers and most of the crew 
were transferred to the Cuneo, which 
was least damdged. Three battleships 
responded to the calls for help and the 
passengers were retransferred to the 
South Carolina. Both damaged boats 
put back to New York and the Ryndaza, 
after repairs, resumed her run. 


Ryndam Carried 101 Passengers From 
New York. 

NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Officials of the 
Holland-America Line here had received 
no word today ether.than the news dis- 
patches of an accident to the Ryndam. 
The vessel sailed from here Jan. 5, 
with 101 passengers. She has a crew 
of 23 and a miscellaneous cargo.

Speaking Trips Planned, Especi- 
ally Through the South and 
the Middle West. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Freparation 
uf itineraries for several speaking trips 
resident Wilson expects to take within 
the next few months, to lay the pre- 
paredness program before the country, 
was begun today at the White House, 
The President believes that in some sec- 
tions of the country the necessity for 
strengthening the army and navy is not 
fully recognized. 

Invitations to visit more than 400 
cities, including Chicago, St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, Toledo, Milwaukee, Baltimore, 
New York and points in the South and 
far West have been received. They are 
now before the President for decision 
on which to accept. 


Indications were today that aside from 
his speeches in New York, Jan. 27, and 
here on Feb. 10, the President will de- 
liver most of his addresses in the mid- 
die West, with possibly some in the 
South. He has been told that need for 
beneral preparedness is better recognized 
in the East and on the Pacific Coast. 

The President will be unable to make 
any extended trips, because Congress 18 
in session, and during January, Feb- 
ruary and March he has man engage- 
ments in Washington. He is expected 
to make several trips, each taking two 
to four days.

ROME, Jan. 18.—Dr. Edward Ryan of 
the American Red Cross, who arrived 
here today after a trip in Montenegro 
and Albania, said that 260 persons were 
drowned by the sinking of the Italian 
steamship Brindisi, which struck a mine

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—-A measure 
proposing a high graduated tax on the 
incomes of American expatriates, de- 
rived from their American property, will 
be introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Kenyon of Iowa. The Kenyon bill would 
place an annual tax of practically 30 per 
cent on the incomes of the wealthier ex- 
patriates. Also it would make the dow- 
ers given to American girls who marry 
titled foreigners a source of considerable 
revenue to the United States Govern- 


ment. 

Under its provision a normal tax of 
3 per cent instead of the existing 1 per- 
cent on American incomes would be 
levied on incomes under $35,000 of all ex- 
ratriates and foreigners derived from 
their investments in the United States. 

In addition a supertax would be levied 
as follows:

000, 4.

Had Confessed That He Turned 
Traitor After Becoming 
English Citizen. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8. — Ignatius T. 
Trebich Lincoln, a former member of 
the British Parliament, a self-confessed 
German spy, and who was being held 
her pending extradition to England for 
forgery, escaped from a United States 
l-eputy Marshal Saturday, it was learned 
today, and has not been seen since. 

The United States Marshal here has 
notified the secret service and a na- 
tlon-wide search has been ordered. It is 
thought in some quarters that Lincoln 
boarded an outgoing steamer shortly aft- 
er his escape. 

Lincoln, who had been held in Ray- 
mond Street Jail, Brooklyn, since lase 
August, had been allowed numerous 
privileges, it was said at the jail. The 
prisoner was writing a book dealing 
with international espionage systems, 
and he was in the habit of going to the 
Brooklyn Federal building to work on 
this, two or three times a week. He 
was always accompanied by a Deputy 
Marshal. 

In company with Frank Johnson, 4 
Deputy Marshal, Lincoln visited the 
Federai Building Saturday. tle and 
Johnson stopped in a restaurant after 
leaving the Federal Building. After 
ordering lunch Lincoln said he was go- 
ing to wash his hands and went to the 
washroom.

Expedition Will Start From La- 
redo, Tex., as Soon as Per- 
missiorr. Is Obtained. 


EIL. PASO, Tex., Jan. 18.—An expedition 
of American physicians will start, from 
Laredo, Tex., into Mexico to aa tho 
typhus fever epidemic as soon as per- 
mission can be obtained from the Mex- 
ican de facto Government, according to 
an announcement made here by Dr. 
Carlos Husk, chief surgeon for the 
American Smelting and R»firing Co. 

The expedition will be headed by Drs. 
Liebman and Olitsky of Mount Sana 
Hospital, New York, and Dr. Husk, it 
was said. The Guggenheim interests are 
reported to be financing th. campaign. 
Compiled. reports to Federa . officials 
show there are at least 100,000 cases of 
typhus in Mexico, Aguas Calientes alone 
having 5000. Out of a population of 
20,000 in Pachuca, 18h died in December. 
The number of cases in the states of 
Chihuahua and Sonora are unknown. 

The American physicians plan to com- 
bat the disease with the same methods 
used so successfully in Servia recently. 

Once in Mexico they will encase them- 
selves in silk underclothing with outer 
garments of linen, which will be fas- 
tened to their legs and rubber gloved 
wrists, by bands of adhesive tape. They 
will wear rubber boots, about the ankles 
of which bands of crude oil will be 
painted to keep off the vermin. 

Frequent baths of equal parts of kero- 
sene and vinegar also will be used. The 
silk underclothing is listed as “very im- 
portant’ as the body rmin which are 
held solely responsible for communicat- 
ing the disease have no affinity for silk. 

The kerosene and vinegar baths will 
be applied to suspects and patients in 
addition to the use of a serum specific

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REICHSTAG A UNIT 
FOR RIGID REPRISAL 
IN BARALONG CASE 


Purpose of German Government 
Gets Support From All 
Parties. 


don. Jan. 18 (delayed).—The proceeuings 
in the Reichstag today was enlivened 
by a discussion of the Baralong case 
And the adoption of resolutions approv- 
ing the Government’s decision to adopt 
reprisals. 

Herr Ledebour, Social Democratic 
leader, demanded that innocent persons 
should not forfeit their lives through 
the proposed measures of retaliation. 

Submarines,“ continued the speaker, 
“must continue avoiding in every possi- 
ble way the killing of passengers and 
crews. They dare not torpedo merchant- 
men without warning. If they do so, it 
would infringe the principles which the 
German Government itself has recog- 
nized, 

“Retaliatory measures always are two- 
edged weapons. The demands of human- 
jity must be complied with in every re- 
spect. We can show the fatherland no 
great service than by insisting that Ger- 
many, in respect to humanity, shall 
march ahead of the civilized nations.“ 

All parties were shown to be solidly 
behind the Government. 

This was best illustrated by a speech 
of the Socialist member, Gustav Nashe, 
which evoked loud applause’ from all 
sides of the House. This applause be- 
came more intense when Dr. Karl Lieb- 
knecht, standing aloof, hissed. 

Count von Westarp, speaking on be- 
half of the Budget Committee, opened 
— debate by saying that his committee 
unanimously agreed that a cowardly 
murder had been committed upon the 
helpless victims of the sunken German 


them in their power by a disgraceful 
and treacherous misuse of the American 
flag.”’ 

The tone the British Government has 
thought it good to adopt in replying to 
the German note,“ Count von Westarp 
continued, does not accord with the 
seriousness and dignity of the matter tn 
hand. It was in a tone of self-satisfied 
arrogance and superciliousness. En- 
gland’s note is a disgrace to England.“ 
Count von Westarp said the Budget 
Committee had discussed Germany's an- 
swer, which in en was fully ap- 
proved. 

“It was 3 agreed,” the 
speaker continued, that the Govern- 
ment did right in attempting no further 
negotiations and that the best answer 
would be deeds—resolute deeds. This 
discussion in committee, however, was 
confidential. The time for words is 
past; the hour demands resolute action.“ 

Herr Noske said the German people 
had read Great Britain's answer with 4 
thrill of indignation. He admitted that 
he and many other persons had read the 
first report of the Baralong affair with 
grave doubts, for, he said, it seemed 
monstrous that British seamen should 


have fired on defenseless Germans stru,;- 


gling in the water, and all the more # 
as British seamen in other instances had 
rescued shipwrecked Germans after a 
chivalric fight. 

But all doubts were removed by the 
testimony of American witnesses,” the 
speaker continued, Which merits ful 
credence, as otherwise the British Gov- 
ernment and press would have met the 
American evidence at once with the in. 
dignation they know so skilfully how to 
play. The English silence is a confes- 
sion of guilt.’’ 

Discussing the measures of reprisal, 
Herr Noske said it was self-evident that 
the German Government hed to punish 
the murderers. 

“It lies in the interests of all the bel- 
ligerents,” said Herr Noske, “not un- 
necessarily to raise difficulties in the 
way of harmonious working together of 
the nations afte> the war, which was 
frightful enough in itself, but the British 
note shows an absolute lack of the re- 
alization of this. It is the most disgust- 
ing play o* cynicism we have yet seen.

He told Ku- 
cullin of it and the latter agreed to make 
it good, he said An explanation given 
him by Kileullin at that time as that 
some moneys had been paid out for a 
former Sheriff and that he had not yet 
remitted. 

Made Good $1700 Amount.

Kilcullin 
also collected certain fees and handled 
the proceeds of trustees’ sales in which 
the Sheriff was named as trustee.

WASHINGTON, Jan. B. -The right to 
declare a formal blockade of the Cen- 
tral Powers by a more rigid applica- 
tion of the ultimate-destinatior“ doc- 


trine has been agreed upon by the 
entente allies, according to information 
in diplomatic circles here today. 

The doctrine is expected to be pro- 
claimed in the near future, the delays’ 
being attributed to the reluctance of | 
France and possibly Italy to enforce 
so broad an interpretation of the rights 
of a belligerent in this respect. 

To Sound Public Sentiment. 
Exchanges on the subject are taking 
place between the diplomatic represent- 
atives of the allies here, and in an in- 
formal way between the diplomats and 
State Department officials. The object 
is to sound out public sentiment in the 
United States. 

It is regarded here as virtually certain 
that application of the blockade to neu- 
trals will result in the United States’ 
opposition being supplemented by the 
bitter protests of Holland, Denmark 
and Sweden. and possibl, Norway. It .s 
pointed out by one of the interested 
diplomats here that the promulgation 
of a blockade really would not very ma- 
terially change present conditions so 
far as the admission of American goods 
into the Teutonic countries is concerned. 

Present Blockade. 

At present the allies are stopping all 
commerce with the Teutonic Powers di- 
rectly by these orders in council, and 
are restricting indirect commerce oy 
actual seizures through agreements with 
the central countries of Northern E 
rope to embargo exports into 9 
and Austria. f 

A substantial difference between the 
present conditions and the contemplated 
ones would be the claim of a belligerent 
which seized an American ship or argo 
of the right to confiscate .her if she 
sought to run the blockade instead ot 
merely detaining her and paying for her 
cargo taken. 

The blockade, even if declared imme- 
diately effective, will not prevent the 
exportation to America of the goods of 
German origin which have been gat.i- 
ered at Rotterdam but were bought and 
paid for by American importers prior 
to March 16, 1915. Notice to this effect 
has been given to the State Depart- 
ment's trade advisors by the British 
embassy. 


Increase in U. S. Exports to Neutrals 
Cited as Cause for Blockade. 
LONDON, Jan. 18.~The Post’s Wash- 
ington correspondent in a long dispatch 
discusses the blockade problem in paral- 
lel columns showing the 1913 and 1915 ex- 
ports from the United States to Germany 
and adjacent neutrals of wheat, corn, 
flour, bacon, cotton and automobiles as 
evidence that 'the blockade of Germany 
has been nullified and the power of the 
British navy destroyed by the failure 
of the Foreign Office to grasp the situa- 

tion.“ 

The Post, commenting on the dispatch, 
says: 

The situation shown in the figures 
from Washington is that during the 
whole course of the war Germany has 
been permitted to import through neu- 
trals essential supplies to an amount: 
greater than in times of peace. Has the 
Foerign Office been aware of these 
things? If not, it is dangerously incom- 
petent.“

American Federation Leader Ex- 
plains Labor’s Attitude 
Toward Preparedness. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Adequate 
preparedness for national defense was 
advocated here today by Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, in a speech before a se-- 
sion of the annual convention of the 
National Civic Federation devoted to 
that subject. 
Explaining the 
Gompers continued: 
“Whatever plan may be adopted, the 
organized labor movement of America 
demands that certain fundemental prin- 
ciples must be regarded. All policies and 
plans for national defense must be de- 
termined by representatives of all the 
people. The organized labor movement. 
which is the only means for expressing 
the will and desires of the great masses 
of our citizens, asserts- its right to rep- 
resentation in all committees, commis-

„The labor movement has never ad- 
vocated the abolition of agencies for 
the enforcement of right and justice, or 
for the abolition of the military arm of 
the Government, but it does demand 
that these shall He so organized as to 
prevent their misuse and abuse as a 
means of tyranny against the workers 
and to prevent tie development of per- 
niclous results that have grown out of 
militarism, the building up of a separate 
military caste and the subversicn of civ- 
ic life to military government and mil- 
itary standards.” 


Fight on Defense Plan Formidable, 
Garrison Asserts. 

NEW YORK, Jau. 18.—Secretary Gar- 
rison declared in a speech here last 
night that the opposition to national 
defense is well organized and that un- 
less the people of the country irge upon 
Congress that they desire adequate na- 
tional safeguards,. the present system, 
which the speaker said was ‘utterly in- 
efficient.“ would be retained. The War 
Secretary spoke at the annual banquet 
of the bankers of New York City. 
National defense,“ the secretary stat- 
ed, “must rest upon national forces. 
Unity of responsibility, authority and 
control is the essential principle of all 
military affairs, he said. A real mili- 
tary policy, the Secretary asserted, must 
be continental in scope and the Fed- 
eral Government must be in authority. 
All proposals to build a military system 
for the United States upon the basis of 
state troops are proposals to continue 
a situation that is illusory and not real, 
that is a sham and not substantial, that 
is a mockery and not honest.” 

The Secretary said that while there is 
disagreement among military experts 
as to the particular number of troops 
needed, all views agree upon the essen- 
tial principle that the troops should be 
national troops. There must be, he con- 
tinued, a regular standing army and 
organized Federal troops, subject to in- 
stant call. This, he sald, has been cal 

a continental army. In support of tis 
principle, the Secretary said. there must 
be cohesive organization to combat the 
elements supporting a system founded 
upon troops under state authority. 
“Unless it is settled by affirmative 
legislation that the nation shall raise 
vrganize, officer, train and at all umes 
control the national forces for nationi 
defense, all the other things that are 
done or left undone are of little or no 
moment. 

“You cannot possibly have any mili- 
tary system worthy of the name based 
t_on 48 separate armies, operating un- 
der 48 separate authorities, raised, offi- 
coved und trained by 48 separate com- 
manders in chief. And the suggestion 
that this hybrid, incoherent, utterly in- 
sufficient system is turned int) an et- 
fective and trustworthy system by 
merely providing that the men who go 
into the state organization must agree

AUSTRIA DENIES 
ANCONA REPORTS 


Declares Was Not 
Sunk Wi Warning and 
Survivors Not Shelled. 


VIENNA, via London, Jan. 13.—The 
Government has issued a refutation of 
charges made in England that the 
steamer Ancona was torpedoed without 
warning and the survivors and life- 
boats shelled. The statement declares 
that the lifeboats, filled with Ancona 
pabsengers, were lowered while the 
steamer stil! was in full flight in a 
zig-zag course. The submarine then, 
according to the report, was fully 4000 
meters distant and fired 16 shots, three 
of which hit. 

“It is only human,” says the account, 
“that the people in boats who saw the 
shots directed at the Anccna striking 
in their vicinity should assume that 
they were directed against them and 
their boats particularly. Also, it is not 
impossible that splinters from shells 
éxploding upon the water may have hit 
this or that boat. ‘t is, however, out of 
question, according to every expert, 
that the submarine should attempt to 
be foolish enough to shoot its valuable 
ammunition on such tiny targets as 
boats in water when a Vessel a thousand 
t'mes greater Was not an easy mark. 
It is highly probable that splinters from 
shells which landed on the deck of the 
Ancona struck boats stored there and 
put them out of commission. The most 
primitive methods of stuffing holes 
would have put the lifeboats in order 
again. 

“The English reports are the more 
remarkable, since they claim that the 
lifeboats were shot at after the tor- 
pedoing, while as a matter of fact the 
submarine immediately after the tor- 
pedoing submerged as the result of the 
approach of a strange vessel and 
watched the sinking of the Ancona 
through its periscope. 

“The only possible truth in the En- 
glish report is the discovery of lifeboats 
with holes stopped up.” 

The statement concludes with a bit- 
ter attack on the alleged falsity of the 
English reports and the credulity of the 
general reading public.

The critical illness from pneumonia of 
the Rev, Father James J. McCabe, pas- 
tor of the Church of the Sacred Heart, 
at Twenty-fifth and University streets, 
is causing considerable anxiety in the 
two adjoining parishes—that, of the Sa- 
ered Heart and of St. Michael’s—where 
the communicants have been planning 
to hold a double golden jubilee celebra- 
tion on July 2 in commemoration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of the ordinatioa 
of Father James McCabe and his broth- 
er, Father Michael J. McCabe, as 
priests. Father Michael McCabe is pas- 
tor of St. Michael’s Church, at Elev- 
enth and Clinton streets. 

Father Jamés McCabe; who is about 
74 years old, had a slight attack of 
grip two days after Christmas. He ral- 
lied in a few days and after being about 
some suffered a relapse which resulted 
in pneumonia. Lately a kidney compli- 
cation developéd and he has been un- 
conscious for the greater part of a week, 
with the attending doctors doubtful 
about his recovery. 

Brother Also III. 

Singularly, Father Michael McCabe, 


| who is about 76, was stricken about the 


same time with grip and was threatened 
with pnéumonia. He is now conva- 
leseing, but still under a physician’s 
care, although last Sunday he cele. 
brated his first mass in three weeks at 
St. Michael's. 

For nearly a half century the brothers 
have been familiar figures on the North 
Side, where they have devoted their 
lives to their parishioners’ interests. 
Both priests are spoken of lovingly by 
the communicants of the parishes as 
Father James” and Father Michael,“ 
because the lives of both have been en- 
twined with the histories of both church- 
es for long periods. Both priests, by 
special dispensations, have worn beards 
most of the time they have been in St. 
Louis, inasmuch as it is not customary 
for a Catholic priest to wear a beard. 

The brothers were graduated from the 
Sulpician Seminary in Baltimore in the 
same class. The late Archbishop Kain 
of St. Louis was their classmate, and 
the only other survivor of their class, it 
is believed, is Archbishop J. J. Keane of 
Dubuque, Io., who resigned his bishopric 
two years ago. 

Brothers -Were Together. 


Father James McCabe started his 
career in St. Louis as an assitant 
priest in St. Michael’s parish. He left 
St. Michael’s more than 40 years ago 
to establish a new residence district 
14 blocks west, the Church of the 
Sacred Heart. Father Michael Me- 
Cabe for a time was his brother’s as- 
sistant in the Sacred Heart parish, 
but.13 years ago he was assigned to 
the pastorate of St. Michael’s Church, 
the scene of his brother's early life 
work. 

In the early days Father James Mc- 


Cabe rode about his parish on horse- 


back, ministering to the needs of his 
parishioners, and.of those in his old 
parish of St. Michael's. 

If the brothers survive until July, 
the proposed double golden jubilee, 
it is said, will be without parallel in 
priestly history. Plans for the jubi- 
lee were started three years ago, 
when Father James McCabe was over- 
heard to remark that he would die 
hapy if he could leave the church, 
which he had establised, free of debt. 

Te Burn the Mortgage. 

Since then $16,000 of the original cost 
of the edifice has been paid, and it was 
planned to pay the remaining $2000 be- 
fore July and burn the mortgage at the 
golden jubilee. 

Father James McCabe has always re- 
ferred to his church as “the shrine, ’ 
because it has a peculiarly constructed 
altar—an altar within an altar—in honor 
of the Sacred Heart. On the upper 
altar candles always burn, and there 18 
a platform where mass may be celebrat- 
ed. Many Catholics make pilgrimages 
to the shrine in devotion to the Sacred 
Heart. The church edifice is the only 
one in St. Louis that has a statue, in- 
stead of a cross, surmounting the vuild- 
ing.

Demonstration at Dinner Given 
to Mrs. Margaret Sanger Soon 
to Be Tried. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Disnratch. 

NEW YORK, Jan. .- Mrs. Rose 
Pastor Stokes, wealthy Socialist, last 
night at a dinner in honor of Mrs. Mar- 
garet Sanger, who is to be tried in the 
Federal court on a charge of circulating 
literature advocating birth control, pub- 
licly boasted that she had vialated State 
and Federal laws forbidding the trans- 
mission of such knowledge. 

More than 150 persons cheered Mrs. 
Stokes’ declaration that she was willing 
t. make the same statement before Fed- 
éral Judge Clayton and the New York 
Legislature. Every woman in the throng 
applauded even more vigorously the sug- 
gestion that women of influence publish 
at once a signed confession that they 
had broken the same laws and would 
continue to do so. 

Indorsed by Others. 
Among the women who indorsed the 
Statement were Mrs. Herbert Parsons, 
Mrs. Charlotte Perkins Gilman, Miss 
Fola La Follette, Mrs. Herbert Croly, 
Mrs. Sergeant Cram and Mrs “rank 
Cothran. 
“I am one of those who have broken 
the laws which prevent the passing of 
this knowledge, for the benefit of young 
women I have known who needed that 
knowledge,“ said Mrs. Stokes. I will 
be willing to state this before the court 
which tries Mrs. Sanger, and I know 
that there are thousands of other wom- 
en in the country who will do the same 
thing.“ 
The proposal of a signed confession 
was made by Mrs. Elsie Clews Parsons, 
who said: t 
„Many women have done by word of 
mouth what Mrs. Sanger has sought to 
do in the Woman Rebel. I know no 
woman who has daughters who does not 
look forward to breaking these laws for 
her daughter’s sake. It would be a good 
thing for the cause of birth control if 
all these women who have defied the 
laws privately would make, signed, a 
public statement of their attitude.” 
This proposal and Mrs. Stokes’ imme- 
diate acceptance of its principle came 
at the close of a Speech made in the 
Hotel Brevoort by Dr. Ira S. Wile, Dr. 
A. Goldwater, Mrs. Mary Ware Den- 
nett, Henrietta Redman, Dr. Abram Ja- 
cobi and Mrs. Sanger. 

Mrs, Sanger Explains. 
I plead guilty to many indictments 
made by those interested in birth-con- 
said Mrs. Sanger; but 
who havé disapproved of my methods 
They have said the Woman Rebel was 
almost hysterical; that it was not con- 
servative, balanced; that it was too re- 
bellious. 
“From time immomorial women have 
sought to escape unwanted motherhood. 
But while the scientific and sage few 
have discussed family limitation among 
themselves, the great people have gone 
on practicing it as they practice it now— 
and it has meant to them infanticide and 
misery. 


“The tone of my voice as I tried to 


bring home to these poor working peo- 


ple the vitality of this problem may 
have been indelicate and unladylike, but 
I have focussed attention on these obso- 
lete laws which I must face. It is now 
the duty of more capable, better-or- 
ganized social workers to take up the 
work and carry it through.“

We go into the third line, or more 
This morning I 
Cleaned our quarters, together with my 
cémrades. I spent almost the whole day 
by cleaning myself. Once a Hindu comes 
along on horseback; he keeps in his feed 
bag the ears of Boches (Germans). He 
‘takes pleasure in showing them to us 
Frenchmen, ahd he is as happy as «4 
god.“ 

The German authorities, according to 
the official report, are also in posses- 
sion of a number of letters written by 
French soldiers and found upon their 
»odies after they had fallen in battle. 

Here is the translation of a French 
letter, addressed by a soldier to his 
mother, Madame Gignon, Lassay May- 
enne.”” It reads: 

“Sept. 1—My dear mother: The Afrt- 
can troops are wonderful, but barbar- 
cus. A Turco the other day had the 
head of a German in his knapsack; an- 
other was wearing a necklace of ears 
around his neck.” 

There is also on file an extract from 
the diary of a French Captain in reserve 
infantry regiment No. 821, who fell in 
the fighting before Paris. Translated 
from the French, it read: 

“Arrived 11 p. m. (Ayg. 21). Pretty 
Romanesque Church, 1. Trenches 
dug. Superb position. Some Moroccans 
still pass. One has, it seems, 16 ears of 
Boches in his ‘knapsack; the other is 
wounded in the hand. To someone who 
asked him who gave him the wound, he 
answered: That one there,’ and he drew 
from his knapsack a head that had been 
cut off. It is difficult to get him to 
part with it.“ 

Germans Buried With Horses. 

Then follows an extract from the law 
and courtmartial examinations of the 
language teacher, Susanne Ullrich of 
Colditz, held before the Royal Lower 
Court before Dr. Gensel as Judge. It 
says: 

“When the Germans in September ad- 
vanced so rapidly, most of the inhab- 
Itants of Provins left, including the town 
authorities; and when they retreated I 
rode out on a bicycle to the battlefields. 
Enormous numbers of dead were lying 
there, especially Saxons, and they re- 
mained unburied for about three weeks. 
Only after the fire departments of the 
vicinity had been called, at 5 francs 
a day for each man, the dead were 
dDuried; but it was in a very careless 
manner, without any ceremony what- 
«ver, along with the dead horses. 

“I was for three or four times on 


different parts of the battlefield, which | it 


was of enormous extent. There were 
many Moroccans and Senegals on the 
battlefield. These were cutting from 
our dear soldiers the ears, which they 
hung around their necks as trophies ot 
victory. These colored troops behaved 
worst of all after the Battle of Mont- 
mirail, where the German losses were 
very heavy.“ 


One of the saddest reports is as 


taken from the: testimony before a 


unteer George Wolf of the Reserve In- 
fantry Regiment No. 211. His state- 
ment reads: 


“I was wounded slightly in the hand 
at a barn near Dixmude. I went into 


I was engaged in wrapping the ban- 
dages around my hand I was suddenly 
seized from behind by a szouave and 
hurled to the ground. At that moment 
thres other sfovuaves came up and 
jumped on me. I instantly recognized 
their dark complexion, their red tur- 
bans and wide trousers. I was not able 
to note more than this, as the whole in- 
cident occurred with lightning-like ra- 
pidity. One of the men drew a knife 
from his pocket and stabbed me with it 
in the right eye, while the other three 
were holding. I felt at once a horrible 
pain, as if my whole face were being 
split open and I lost consciousness. 
When I woke after a time the four men 
were gone. I recalled at once the oc- 
currence and felt at my eyes and found 
to my horror that my left eye had run 
out, too. As I felt very tired I lay down 
and fell asleep. Before doing so I put 
my second package of bandages upon 
my ces. 

A very remarkable document contains 
the sworn statement of Miss Alma 
Schunke of Dobelin, Germany, who ap- 
peared as a witness before the Royal 
Lower Court, The official report says 
she testified to the maltreatment of 
women prisoners.

He made inquiries, 
but was unable to obtain a satisfactory 
explanation. 

A Post-Dispatch reporter learned 
that the boy was taken to jail by 
I Depety Sheriff Martin Meyer. Meyer 
says “bad” boys who have been sen- 
tenced to Boonville are always taken 
to jail. 

Chief Probation Officer Smith said 
boys who made trouble at the House 
of Detention weer sometimes taken

Five Are Greek, Four French, 
One Printed on Warship and 
One Socialist Organ. 

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 


SALONIKI, Jan. 1.—The French and 
British troopers stationed in Saloniki 


undertaking never cease to marvel at 
the number of newspapers able to live 
in a city of, normally, only about 150,000 
inhabitants, of whom a very large per- 
centage cannot read or write. Though 
the second city of Greece since its con- 
quest by the Greeks in the last Balkan 
war, Saloniki has never been and is not 
now in any real sense a Greek city. In- 
deed, a scant 25 per cent of the popula- 
tion is Greek. Yet the city supports five 
Greek daily newspapers, three morning 
and two afternoon journals. Besides 
these, probably the most widely read of 
all is the unique daily, the Forward, 
which is printed in Hebrew characters 
for the benefit of the overwhelming 
Jewish population of the place—but He- 
brew characters spelling out Spanish, 
not Hebrew words! 

The newspapers of all Greece play a 
very important if not a dominant part 
in the politics so much the leading oc- 
cupation of the Greeks. There is no 
such thing in Greece as a politically in- 
dependent newspaper, in the sense that

France. Every Greek daily is either 

for or against Venizelos—that being the 

cardinal political test. This is true, of 

course, of those in Saloniki as well. 
Two Against Venizelos, 

The Light, a morning, and the New 
Truth, an evening journal, are the 
Greek anti-Venizelist organs, though the 
former in addition to being bitterly op- 
posed to the late Premier is also pro- 
nouncedly pro-German. The Macedonia 
and the Greece, both morning journals, 
are the Venizelos organs in Saloniki, 
though the Anchor, an evening journal, 
while more militarist than anythings 
else, also supports Venizelos. The Span- 
ish-Hebrew evening paper, the Forward, 
is, as its name implies, socialist in poli- 
tics and pro-German. 

While a mixture of Spanish and Ital- 
fan is the current tongue spoken by the 
great majority of the inhabitants o. 
Saloniki, French is also spoken wide- 
ly» generally understood and universal- 
ly read. There are, therefore, four 
French dailies published in Saloniki— 
a morning and an evening paper for 
each political point of view. But in 
respect of the newspapers published in 
French, there is more partisanship on 
the subject ef the European war. 
L'Opinion, in the morning, and L’Inde- 
pendent in the evening are the word 
bearers’ of the entente Powers and es- 
pecially of the French, though both are 
edited by natives of Saloniki' On the 
cther hand, the Courier of Saloniki and 
the New Country, both in French, are 
accepted as almost official pro-German 
crgans. The former is a Socialist pa- 
per closely affiliated with the Germar 
Socialist party, and the latter is vir- 
tually the mouthpiece of the Austrian 
Consulate at Saloniki. 

Battleship Newspaper. 

One other French newspaper is 
worthy of mention, the Journal of the 
Trench warship Charlemagne, which 
while not technically published in Sa- 
, loniki, has its circulation there. It is 
| by far the newsiest sheet to be had in 
Saloniki, fer it prints all the official 
communiques of the various countries 
at War, as Well as a great deal of infor- 
mation gleaned from the wireless serv- 
ice of the French battleship. It is dis- 
~ tiibuted free of charge to all the allied 
Ships lying in the harbor, to the head- 
quarters and various other officers of 
‘ne allied armies on land, and may be 
subscribed for by private individuals at 
the rate of 50 cents a month. 

Since the arrival of the British 
troops, an English newspaper has also 
been started and is said to be very 
rrosperous. It is called the Balkan 
News, and is published under the aus- 
pices of the editors of the French jour- 
nals L’Opinion and L’Independent.
